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QUESTIONABLE JUSTICE 
When Jl comes to law and order, the pro- 
aumptloii~^is that all violators are prosecuted 
with rtiiial determination and that those 
convicted In court are required to pay tho lull 
penalty provided by iitatute. 

We talk In generality about such things for 
Instance as our right to a trial by Jury, when 
In reality we know that certain Influences 
often make a mockery of our courts — things 
like money, social position and political 
power. 

These arc things tho average American 
does not like to admit, but he sees them every 
day nevertheless. 

If there la any one subject on which the 
authors of anonymous letters to newspapers 
like to dwell, It's the Jnconslstency of sen- 
tences meted out by tho courts lor like of- 
lenacs. 

' One drunken driver for Instance is con- 
victed and given the worka while another 
gets off without the slightest penalty,- al- 
though the evidence and testimony tn the 
latter case might be tar more damaging. 

From the most minor violations, way up 
to- the most serious offenses, tht public wlt- 
■ ncsses these Inconsistencies every day, and 
It leaves those without "Influence, pull and 
political and social position" with a feeling 
of resentment. 

We can Imagine, tor Instance, the reaction 
that fleeted through, the minds of millions of 
American people when Alger Hiss was finally 
"whisked away to federal prison to servo five 
years for perjury." 

Here was a one-time trusted advisor to 
President Roosevelt, a big shot In tho state 
department, given what amounted to "a light 
rap" on conviction of a charge which press 
services said branded him In effect as "a liar 
and a traitor to his country lor slipping U. 8. 
secrets to a pre-war Russian spy ring." 

It's true that men In high places, partlculaf- 
]y those In favor with corrupt politicians, 
seem to get off with relatively light sentences 
even If their offenses should amount to 
treason Itself, 

It raises the logical question as to why 
Al Capone Is prosecuted on income tax 
evasion charges and Hiss on charges of 
perjury when every American knows thesb 
men were tar more deeply involved. 

No wonder, paitloularly In view of all the 
recent revelations of goings-on behind the 
scenes lit {[overnment affairs, that the people 
are losing respect for both tho government 
and the country's courts. 

SMELLV ALLIANCES 

The Fulbrlght-Kof auvor revelations, 
' especially the developing picture of the al- 
liance between crooks and politicians In New 
York and Missouri, has had an effect at Wash- 
ington of immediate political and ^leglsla- 
tlve Importance. 

It has destroyed utterly President Truman's 
control of congress, In both house vid flenate, 
among Democrats and Republicans. 

Even In questions involving the fiercest 
partisan Issue, he could .not Influenco the 
members, assuming that it was a matter of 
helping or protectlnff him.

For example, several Albion people have suggested 
that the army or navy could use tho campus and bulld- 
liics for some Ij-pe of specUlUed IroinlnK school. Why 
not? The armed forces need such fncllltlcs and the 
SICE setup should bo Ideal for thnt purpose. 

There are also sugKCitlons that the campus could be 
.used lo suppleiiienl the State Industtinl school pctup 
and that a vocational training school be establiihrd 
there for the older boys. Abo suggested la that the 
campus and tniildlngs be offered to some church or- 
ganlullon who could continue to operate It as an 
educational Institution or as a Junior colleae.
